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INTRODUCTION. 



Ha VINO long seen the want of a ready means of finding 
the name of any plant I might chance to procure when 
away from home, and feeling it also very desirable to put 
a plant at once in its place, either according to the Lin- 
naean or Natural System, as might be most suitable, I con- 
cluded that the utmost facility would be produced by an 
Illustrated Catalogue, showing at one view the name and 
place in either. To this end, therefore, I have ventured to 
send forth to the public thb simple list of British Plants, 
following the order of Dr. Lindley's Synopsis, as being the 
most concise, and illustrated with figures by my son. 

It will be seen that each species, being numbered in this 
work according to the Natural Orders, and referring to the 
Small Edition of English Botany, which is afler the Linnaean 
System, the two numbers will at once form a reference to 
an Herbarium in either order. I have given the name 
adopted in the small edition of English Botany ; and, where 
that differs from any of the works referred to, the name 
given in them will stand as a synonym.
